Plan Is Left With Committee For 
A Report. At Today's 
Session 


WINNIPEG, Feb. 7—(By Canadian 
Press.)—A concrete plan for organiz- 
ing existing Canadian veterans’ bodies 
into a federation to be known as the 
“Canadian Veterans’ Alliance’ was 
proposed to the Winnipeg conference 
this afternoon by C. G. MacNeil, sec- 
retary-treasurer of the Great War 
Veterans’ Association. It was a plan 
by which organizations adhering to 
the alllancs would preserve their: 
identity, while an education campaign | 
would endeavor “to harmonize the 
views of all groups of ex-service men 
on the questicn of complet> amalga- 
mation.” After brief discussion the} 
proposal was left with a committee 
for qa report tomorrow morning. 

Mr. McNe!l's Resolution 

Mr, MaeNeil summarized his pro- 
posal in a resolution which read as 
follows: 

“That the organisations represented 
at this conference hereby agree to 
unite tn the establishment oc a feder- 
ated body to be known as tne Canad- 
jan Veterans’ Alliance. 

“That it be agreed to. maintain such 
form of federation only until such 
time as complete amalgamation may 
be finally accomplished. That the 
purposes of the Canadian Veterans’ 
Alliance be defined as follows: United 
service to Canada and the empire; un-

Attacks Publicity Department 

Mr. Mitchell scored Hon. Alex. Ross 
for outlining proposed legislation to 
labor and municipal conventions when 
not one intimation was sent to the 
members of the house as to what was 
likely to be brought down. He thought 
the newly created publicity depart- 
ment might have sent some of this 
information to the members instead 
of mailing “stale news to the news- 
papers” at heavy departmental cost 
to the province. 

Mr. Mitchell also spoke earnestly 
against tampering with the long es- 
tablished systems of education in the 
province as was evidently proposed 
by the minister of agriculture in the 
creation of an agricultural college and 
the closing of some of the schools of 
agriculture. 

Southern Alberta 

Before adjourning the debate for 
the day he voiced h's amazement that 
private members, as well as ministers 
on the government side of the house 
had not risen to deal with the prob- 
lem of southern Alberta, in view of 
the fact that the government-appoint- 
ed survey board had reported and the 
finding was already on the table of 
the hoyse. To his mind this was the 
greatest problem before the legisla- 
ture and he promised the government 
the most serious assistance of the Lib- 
éral members in attenipting to arrive 
at some satisfactory solution, 

N. 8, Smith 
In resuming the debate N. 8. Smith 


of Olds, pointed out that his constitu-| 


ency was “still on the map,” going on 
to dwell upon the “democracy” of the 
U.F.A. system of conducting govern- 
ment, where direct responsibility was 
due the constituencies rafher than 
party. Also he offered a defense of 
the government acceptance of the 
party caucus system, explaining that 
“conferences” were being held. Mr. 
Smith dwelt mainly with agricultural 
education, contending that a higher 
standard of instruction was needed In 
the agricultural schools, while com 
mending Mr. Hoadley for closing 
down two of the schools. He charged 
that the provincial universtiy was too 
“local” and emphasized the profes- 
stonal side too much. More attention 
to mixed farming methods waa urge, 
Dealing with the liquor question Mr. 
Bmith charged that the high prices 
maintained by the government for 
liquor was having the effect of en- 
couraging bootlegging and moonshine 
manufacture, to the detriment of 80 
ciety in general. He advocated 
prompt jail terms for offenders under 


the act. 
Mra. Nellie McQlung

He 
cited the establishment of the pro- 
vincial telephone system on the prin- 
ciple of public ownership, and the 
creation of a public university on the 
broadest poss'ble lines. Herewith he 
urged the government to proceed cautl 
ously with the replacement of soundly 
established institutions by new and 
untried schemes, such as the pro- 
posed change in agricultural educa- 
tion. “Let us give new legislation 
as it is needed but not tear asunder 
the fabric of ‘evelopment, brought 
about by long years of labor and of 
thought,’ he declared. He espectaliy 
urged closer cooperation between tho 
schools of agriculture and the univer- 
sity. 

W'th a reference to the direct legin- 
}lation act of 1916 Mr, Mitchall admit- 
ted its imperfection and dowbted the 
practicability of euch a measure in 
principle, however pointing out that 
it had served to put the Prohibition | 
act upon the statutes, Alberta being | 
the first province in Canada to enact 
a real protiibition law. The imper- 
fection of the law at first indicated 
how inadequately direct legi#lation 
measures were likely to be, slace 
proper analye’s could not be given 
the proposed law outside the legis- 
lature and government. The Sifton 
xovernment however took the respon- 
sibility of perfecting the law later on. 

Mr, Mitchell dealt in an interesting 
manner with the long series of mos 
important measures paased by the 
Liberal administration such as acts 
respecting coal mines; encouragement 
of the sugmr beet industry; stean 
piles act; qallway @axation act:

The story of Edmonton begins in 
the closing years of the 18th Century 
and, like that of many other western 
cities, ie interwoven with the story of 
the Hudson's Bay Company, which 
@ave it birth. In 1796, when the Gen- 
tlemen Adventurers were still strug- 
gling with the North West Company 
for the mastery of the fur-trade, tho 
valley of the Saskatchewan was the 
cockplt of their oonfilct and rival 
trading points were \vuilt by either 
cempany along rivr. At a point some 
twenty miles distant from the present 
elty of Edmonton, the North Weat 
Company buiit Fort Augustus, and, bv 
ite eide, the Hudscn’s Bay Company 
raised Fort Edmonton, 

Between Two Fires. . 

The motives inepiring the rivals ‘> 
bulld so cluge together were those of 
grim necessity. The Saskatohewan at 
thet time divided the country of tha! 
Blackfeet in the south from that of 
heir enemies the Wood Crees to the 
north, with whom they were constant- 
ly at war. The traders along the! 
river, being between two fires, came 
in for manw severe blows and wero! 
forced to stand together against the, 
alien foe. Side by side, the two! 
forte afforded each other mutual 
wwetection. But there was some- 
thing élse: So situated, each coim- 
pany could watch the activities of 
their competitors. 

But even the combined strength of) 
Fort Edmonton and Fort Augustus) 
availed Mttle when the Indians ser-| 
jously decided to overwhelm them. 
In 4807 or 1809 both were destroyed 
by ihe red men and the trad rs, mov 
ing further up the river, built new 
quarters, caling them New Fort Exl-. 
meonton and Nw Fort Angustus The 
former waa erected within the area 
oceoupled by the modern city and was 
its real forerunner. 

In 1810 the traders were again forc~ { 
ed to move, this time to the mouth 
of the White Barth River, where 
they built New White Earth House, | 
the two companies joining hends !n| 
erecting and maintainng one stronz- | 
hoild, which they found could be) 
managed more efficientiy, from a de- | 
fensive and even a commercial point 
of view, than two.

What To Do With The Dry Belt. 


The survey board which was 
appointed to tell the Provincial 
Government what to do to save the 
farmers in the dry belt does not 
seem to have offered any very 
novel or very drastic remedies for 
the situation. The findings may 
be none the less wise on that ac- 
count, 

The commission does not coun- 
tenance the suggestion that the 
settlers be picked up bag and bag- 
gage and transferred to districts 
where the rain falls regularly and 
in sufficient quantities. In that 
the report is deserving of approv- 
al. To shift thousands of families 
to new locations and finance them 
for a new start would take a vast 
amount of money, and the success 
of the scheme would vary with the 
adaptability, willingness, energy 
and foresight of the individuals 
concerned. That the Province 


would in the end find itself out} 


of pocket by a large sum is to 
be suspected. But that would not 
be the worst feature of the results. 
The whole area in question would 


be “‘black-listed’’ so far as future | 


use is concerned; and the entire 
south country would be put under 
suspicion and hampered in devel- 
opment. A blow would thus be 
struck at the investment that has 
been made, and at the future pros- 
pects, of approximately one-quar- 
ter of the settled area of the Prov- 
ince. That is something which 
the Provincial Government could 
not afford to do unless and until 
it is made clear beyond hope that 
nothing less desperate can be 
done. It is better to back the 
south country and risk something 
than to condemn it aud make sure 
the worst consequences which can 
come if the venture turns out 
wrong. 

The settlement and development 
of the West has not been induced 
by the claim that certain parts of 
it were capable of supporting 
farmers and their families, Canada 


and particularly the Western prov- : 
inces, have staked money and rep-| 


utation on the contention that the 


whole Western country can be 
made the field for successful 
agriculture, with variations in 


crops and methods suited to the, 


local conditions. To abandon 
that claim, and to admit that a 
quarter of the best of all Western 


provinces was hopeless from the | 


farmer’s standpoint, would con- 
yict the country of having carried 
on its immigration policy in the 
past under false pretences and 
would stand as a warning to pos- 
sible future comers that this is a 
country to keep away from. 

As a means of temporary reliel 


the commission suggests that the, 


Province should provide seed and 
feed to make the sowing of an. 
other crop possible in the un- 
fortunate districts. That the Gov- 
ernment would probably have 
done in any case, for reasons of 
hamanity, and the public will ap- 
prove. There is nothing else to 
be done. If the farmers are to he 
left there they must raise a crop 
next year or depend upon relief 


measures again next winter. They | 


cannot finance their own opera-

The Province must help, 
whether the money comes back or 
goes forever. 

As a permanent measure the 
board favors the limitation of 
cultivation and a wider use of the 
Jand for pasturage.
